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Mother and Family Burned to Death by Thieves at St. Anne, 
Miss., Because They Refuse to Reveal Their Hidden Money. 


ONE OF THE CRIMINALS BURNED AT THE STAKE. 


Heroic Upper Sandusky, 0., Woman With a Club Routs a Crook With a Revolver--- 
Bright Girl of Camden, 0., Saves a Bank by Making a Blof.

One of the most shocking crimes ou record was com- 
mitted at the village of St. Aune, Miss.,the other 
night, when a woman and her four children were bru- 
tally murdered and their bodies burned by negroes. 

The husband of the woman left his home before day- 
light to take a load of cotton to Canton. 

He had not been gone more than « half hour before 
a party of negroes, intent on robbery, broke into the 
place and awakened the sleeping family. They de- 
manded to kuow where the money was kept and 
when they were told there was no money in the house 
they tied the woman aud her four children together 
with ropes, They then picked up a feather bed, ripped 
open the ticking with corn knives and em ptied its con- 
tents upon the motherand children, After this they 
secured the kerosene can aud a quantity of cottonseed 
oil. The ringleader informed the helpless victims that 
it was their intention to burn therm alive. 

‘The mother and the elder boy, who had fought des- 
perately while being tiled, now begged piteously ¢hat 
they and the others migtit be spared from such a death, 
only to be jeered and laughed at by the demons, who 
told them the only way they could live would be to 
reveal the hiding place of the treasure. The daughters, 
however, disdained to sue for life, but calmly awaited 
their fate. 

The oll was poured over the mother and children and 
a blazing pine knot toucte.! to the inflammable ma- 
terial. Inamoment the writhing vicums 
were enveloped in fire. Soon death came to 
their relief, the victims being stifled by the 
thick black smoke of the oil, The murderers 
then ransacked the house, obtaining $186 In 
money. 

Neighbors, attracted to the scene soon after 
the tragedy, discovered the wholesale crime, 
aud a posse was at once organized torun 
down the murderers. Severul black men 
were taken into custody, but the crime 
could not be fastened on them, and they 
were released. 

At last suspicion pointed to a negro who 
lived about « mile from the scene, and the 
angry men went after him, ‘They tracked 
him over the country, and he was finally 
captured several niles away. 

At first he denied all knowledve, but later 
contessed he and two other negroes had com- 
mitted the murders, narrating the details of 

tthe most revolting tragedy iu the history of 
the Staite. 

Early in the morning, with a rope around 
his neck and hands manucled, the man was 
taken back to the blackened home and 
chained to a stake driven into the ground in 
the dooryard, Pine knots were piled ap 
uround his feet. A torch was applied and 
soon the flames were licking away his life. 
Some oue of the mob, appalled by the shrieks 
of the wretch, sent a bullet into his body, 
hastening death. 


Woman Routs a Burglar. 

‘The other night asa well-known couple of 
Upper Sandusky, O., were returnibg home 
the woman noticed a bright light in one of the upper 
rooms of the house. She at once suspected that some- 
thing was wrong, and against the vigorous protests of her 
husband she procured a big club aud entered the dwell- 
ing, on a tour of investigation. She went from room to 
room and found nothing until she went upstairs, where 
she was met by a burglar with a revolver, who leveled 
it at her head and commanded her to let him pass. 

She didn’t do as advised, but promptly knocked the 
gxevolver from the burgiar’s hands with the club and 
dealt him several severe blows. The intruder then 
jumped from a window and started on arun. She fol- 
lowed downstairs, and overtaking him, she was about 
to fell him to the earth, when the burglar turned and 
fired three shots at her, none of which took effect. The 
burglar took to the woods after the shots were fired 
and was lost in the darkness, 

Aun investigation revealed the theft of a silver watch 
and 100 pennies from the children’s savings bank. 
The burglar left behind h's hat, which may prove an 
important clew. 


Girl’s Wit Saved a Bank. 

A bold attempt was made the other night to rob the 
Ray and Rice bank at Camden, Ind. Three masked 
men went to the residence of Mr. Ray and succeeded 
in getting enough chloruform through a window to 
render Mr. Ray and his wife unconscious. Then they 
made an effort to enter the house. 

The nvise awakened a girl employed as a domestic, 
who hastened to Mr. Ray’s room to give the alarm, 
but was unable to arouse him. The robbers continued 
their efforts to euter the room, when the frightened 
girl cried out: 

‘Here they are, Mr. Ray; 
ters.’”’ 

The ruse werked and the robbers were frightened 
away. 

A few years ago an attempt was made to rob this in- 
stitution. The gang entered the residence of Mr. Rice

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that time, bound and gagged him and his wife and 
took him to the bauk aud commanded him to open 
the time lock safe. He could not do this and the men 
burned paper at bis feet, but they had to give up the 
job. Camden is four miles north of Flora, wherea 
bauk was robbed of $15,000 a yeur ago. 

Hypnotized the Salesgiris. 

A good-looking, handsomely dressed woman has 
created a reign of terror amoung the saleasgiris of Toledo, 
O., by her queer and uncanny «actions. 

She went into a large dry goods store the other day 
and asked to be directed to the silk counter, She was 
waited on by « young woman clerk, She talked with 
hera few momentsand glanced at her in a peculiar 
way, when the clerk became hystericil, and it was 
necessary to calla carriage and have her taken home 
where she now is in the care of a physician. 

Almost the same thing happened in two other stores 
in town, In each as soon as the clerk was hypnotized 
or became hysterical the woman walked hastily from 





the store, and there have been no charges of any other 
character against her. She was intercepted at one of 
the places, however, and had but little to say of her- 
self. 

Two of the shopgiris have been seriously prostrated 
by her strange bypuotic or mesmeric powers. In all 
three places she has not bought a thing, has always 
asked for shirtwaists of silk, aud has in each lustance 
hypnotized the lady clerk and thrown her into hyster- 
ics. She has created cCorsternation among the lady 
clerks in the department stores in town. 


Cowardly Attack on Young Woman. 

A young woman of Paterson, N. J., who insisted up- 
on keeping to her work in a silk mill despite the efforts 
of strikers to call her out, was the victim of a cowardly 
attack the other night, and since then she carries a re 
volver tor protection. 

While passing through Huron street alone a man 
touched her on the arm lightly. As she turned, he 
struck her ow the side of the face with a sandbag. 
She fell stunned. When she arose her «ssailant was 
hurrying »cross the vacant lots on the other side of the 
street. The young woman deciared i the afternoon 
she wasall right again. At the same time she dis- 
played a new self-cocking revolver.

She was preparing to swear out 
warrants tor their arrest when the wife of one of the 
men came to her and pleaded for her hushand. She 
agreed not to prosecute if the man left Paterson within 
a week. 

The strikers continue pleading with her to quit 
work. They have told her that if she joined them the 
strike would end, 


WOMEN IN WILD REVOLT.

There was a wild time at the State Reform School at 
Mitchellville, near Des Moines, Ia., recently, when the 
Inmates broke from ull restraint and at miduight be- 
gan lo smash furniture and break windows, 

The movement was evidently a preconcerted one, 
fur they all broke out at once. 

The guards and the matrons were all called out but 
were unable to restore quiet,and it was found neces- 
sary to call for outside assistance. 

‘The distracted superintendent called upon the people 
in the village to help him, for only two other men are 
employed in the fustitution, the idea belug to control it 
by moral suasion. But after the deputies had been hit 
over the head a few times by crockery and other mis-

siles and threatened by long-pointed shears with which 
the girls were armed, they retreated in bad order until 
the arrival of the sheriff from Des Moines. With four 
officers he was able to do but little more, 

All the men on the ground finally succeeded in get- 
ting about forty of the worst girls, the active ones in 
the trouble, into a basement, with « guard at every 
window with a club to prevent their escape. The giris 
destroyed in the meantime all the property in the base- 
meut, The rest of the girls without leaders were easily 
controlled. The rfdting lasted all night and contin 
allday. The girls indulged throughout in protanity 
aud singing ribald songs. The well-behaved girls have 
come iu for a good share of their abuse, but the super- 
intendent 1s the main object of attack. 

Several of the girls escaped during the night and 
have not been recaptured. The sheriff seut for rein- 
forcements and the refractory girls were 1arched 
under gu»rd to the third floor. 

Thegiris broke all the windows, and threw the 
sashes out. Many of them tore off all their clothing, 
and some made dashes into the corridor, undressed, to 
secure pencils with which to write on the walis. 

About twenty of the leadersin the rioting were 
taken to Des Moines and placed in the county jail.

Pleaded Guilty Before a Judge, 
Who Said ‘Fifteen Days.”

A stern judge of New Haven, Conn., enlightened a 
youthful cullegian and anu indiscreet girl the other day 
upon the advisability of kissing each other in the pub- 
lic thorougiifare. They admitted the osculation—in 
other words they pleaded guilty—and the Judge re- 
marked that they would spend fifteen days in jail for 
the helnous crime. But he muy have to guess again, 
fora lawyer who had beew retained by the young man 
entered an appeal a d they were both released on bail. 

The kissing occurred on the street, and the arrest 
was mude by two police officers, who were patrolling 
Crown street, where the alleged offense took place. 
They saw the young man aud his companion come out 
of a cafe and they saw him kiss her as they stood on 
the pavement. Of course they were both very much 
shocked, more than they would have been it they had 
seen a thief making away with a tarmer’s timepiece. 
But these New Haven ‘‘cops” have a way of recovering 
quickly, and before the kiss had had « chance to grow 
they swooped down upon the kissers and yelled: 

“You are pinched for dat!” 

Friends of the young man advised bim to go into 
court and plead guilty as that would be the easiest way 
outof it and the judge would probably be satiafied to 
simply reprimand them. He accepted the advice and 
told the girl to plead guilty also, 

“Well,” said the judge, “the stutute provides a pen- 
alty of not less than fifteen days in jall. You two have 
pleaded gulity, so there is vothing for me to do but 
send you to jail for fifteen days. You are sentenced to 
fifteen days in jail each.” 

The student was dumb from amazement. The gir! 
burst into tears. He was about to be hustled off to 
jail when a Yale man whispered to him to get a lawyer 
and appeal the case. He enguge! counsel, who furn- 
ished $150 bonds each for the young man and the girl. 

Much comment hus been stirred up by the case. The 
student, itis stated, could not bave been convicted on 





the evidence and there is doubt about the possibility of 
convicting the girl, but as each pleaded 
guilty the judge bad u chance to exer- 
cise severity.

After Being Court Martialed She Was Put Ashore in Disgrace and Her Husband 
Fined $20 to Remind Him His Brief Honeymoon Wasn't Proper. 





There is a romance coming to San Francisco port on 
the troopship Tartar, which is due to arrive in atew 
days, and when itis sighted off the Golden Gate, a 
young wife will be down at the wharf anxiously awalt- 
ing her soldier husband, who is with the Twentiet! 
Kansas regiment and has seen hot service in Mauila. 

The young couple enjoyed their honeymoon some 
time ago, under conditions which might be termed sen- 
sational, to say the least, and the story is now made 
public for the first time. One ofthe features was the 
fact that the bride wore masculine garments, and was 
to all intents and purposes a soldier of the United 
States. 

The brief honeymoon ended ina court martial and 
the youthful but military wife was put ashore in dis- 
grace, while her husband went to the Philippines with 
his regiment to fight for his country. 

Alter graduating ata high school in Kansas, the 
girl, who was an orphan, was sent by her foster par- 
ents to an academy in St. Louis. Rules were strict at 
the academy, and the vivacious and unconventional 
pupil was kept in a straight-jJacket of 
discipline. Shedid not like to be so 
checked und curbed, and resolved that 
to free herself she would take a husband, 

All ot the talk of the day was war and 
she thought she would like above all 
things a military helpmeet, and it was 
during a brief vacation spent with some 
relatives at Coffeyville, Kan, that she 
met and fell in love withthe man who 
ix now her husband and for whom 
she is waiting. 

The courtship was brief, and = the 
ceremony was as short as possible under 
the circumstances, He bad already 
enlisted In the Twentieth Kansas and 
was about ready to start for Ban 
Francisco with his regiment.

Again we find ourselves on the eve of another battle 
for the heavyweight championship of the world and 
the “Police Guzette” diamond belt, emblematic of tive 
highest honors which can be acquired in the ring. Un- 
less something unforeseen happens to prevent it, the 
battle between James J. Jeftries, the present champion 
of the world, and “Tom” Sharkey will take place at 
Coney Island to-morrow (Priday) night. Everything 
isin complete readiness for the hattle; the men are 
trained,and will be on the battleground to-night. 
George Siler, the referee, is already here, the purse 
of $30,000 has been placed in the hands of the 
stakelwider; the tickets for seats and boxes in the 
big arena have been almostentirely sold at an ap- 
proximate value of $100,000, and the metropolis 
is filled with out-of-town sporting men who are here 
to witness what promises to be the greatest heavy- 
weight c ampionship fight ever held. The details 
of the affair have been arranged with such consum- 
mate care by W. A, Brady and acapable corps 
of aids that thereseems nothing left to be done to 
make the event a complete success. 





From the training camps of the men come most 
gratifying news of their having prepared themselves 
caretully for the important work before them, and 
each prociaims himself satisfied that he is in fine 
fettie for a long, bruising fight. 

No man ever entered a ring more confident of 
winning than ‘Tom’ Sharkey is to-day that he 
will defeat Jeffries in the forthcoming battle. He 
has figured out every possibility and probability of 
his opponent's chances and says he can see no rea- 
son why he should not win. 

“If nothing happens in the way of an accident 
between now and November 3 I will be in per- 
fect condition, and will weigh about 182 pounds 
when I enter the ring,” he said the other day, “I 
am now down tol 76, and will take off some addi- 
tional weight. after which I hope to build up. I can 
get as low as 172 if necessary and be fit, but in 
meeting n man who is as large and heavy as 
Jeffries is weight is lable to cut considerable 
figure, and especially in a battle where the work 
promises to be as rough and bruising as in this 
one. I figure that the additional ten pounds will 
do me a world of good,and then it must be re- 
membered that ina hard fight a heavy man loses 
unywhere from five pounds up during the course 
of the contest. Alter bustling and messing about 
for a few rounds weight begins to tell. That is why 
I am anxious to weigh as much as I can without 
sacrificing speed. I figure thata man who weighs 
182 pounds, and has youth, strength, agility and a 
fuir amount of science is large enough to meet any 
man in the universe. At that Jeffries w'll probably 
weigh fifieen pounds more than me, IT have been 
asked time without number what I thought of my 
chances, and now you ask me the same thing. 
While I do not want to be looked upon as a blow- 
hard, I will say that J expect to win short of twelve 
rounds, and that the victury will be clean, decisive, 
and the finale will be embellished with one of the 
prettiest knockouts on record. There are many 
reasons that make me think I will turn the trick 
successfully. In the first place, it is granted that 
he has the advantage over me in size, reach and is 
just as game.”’ 

Sharkey advances many good arguments to sub- 
stantiate his belief that he will win. He likes to 
talk about the fight and is never so happy as when 
his interviewer suggests a line of argument which 
he has seemingly overlooked. When Jefiries’ 
great strength was referred to, he said: 

“Tfthere is any difference in strength it is inmy 
favor, notwithstanding the fact that many believe 
him to be my superior in that respect. When it comes 
to speed, hitting power, ability to go along distance at a 
killing clip and aggressiveness, the advantage is all on 
my side. In our last contest he was given the decision 
over me, and I claim it was manifestly unfair and will 
leave it to any unbiased person who witnessed the con- 
test. At the very worst it should have been a draw, 
but we will cut that out. Therewill not be any ex- 
cuses on either side after our next meeting. They 
won't be necessary. As regards hitting powers, you 
need look no further than our respective battles with 
Gus Ruhlin. Jeffries boxed him a twenty-round draw. 
When I met Ruhlin we had only boxed a minute or 
two. It was all done with one ponderous punch, and 
anybody can tell you that all [had in my right glove 
was a bunch of curled hair and a hand full of knuckles. 
If I could accomplish in a minute what Jeffries failed 
to do in twenty rounds, it bears me out in a measure 
when I say Iam ‘there’ with « harder wallop than the 
Californian.

In addition to his road exercise Jeffries had a six- 
round bout with “Tommy” Ryan.

than when he exchanged blows with the former 
world’s champion, 

Jeffries is not disposed to talk much about his 
chances, He said: 

“Although I have been so unfortunate as to meet 
with an wecident at this important moment, I hope 
my injury will have no effect on my coming contest 
with Thomas Sharkey. My arm, winile quite pain- 
ful at the time, hus come around all right in time to 
prevent any further postponement of the date, I 
do not Intend to take any Chances “hen so much is 
atstake. My physical condition is perfect, and I 
will coutinue training on the road and take other 
light exercise until I finish up. I bave no doubts 
about the outcome the fizht. While not dis- 
paraging the abilities of my opponent, I am satisfied 
that I can beat him, and furthermore I do not 
believe the fight will go over ten rounds, and 
I will win.” 

Opinions of experts are very gratifying at this 
stage of the proceedings, am! no one's views on 
fighting matters are more appreciated than those of 
“Jim’’ Corbett, himself a former champion and 
one of the best judges of pugilistic skill in the world. 

“This fight between Slurkey and Jeftries,” he 
sald the other day, “siiould result in one of the most 
closely contested heavyweight fights ever decided 
in the ring. 

“Both men are fine specimens of physical man- 
hood, and when they come together to battle for 
that coveted titleagreat encounter will be witnessed. 

“Not because they are big men, but because of 
their knowledge of the fisticart. It is one of the 
most difficult fights in which to predict the winner, 
I have met both men and have no chiice so far as 
the outcome is concerned. I believe it will be a 
question of condition and endurance, and the one 
who can stand the gaff will, in wy opinion, be the 
victor. 

‘Sharkey, from his recent fighis, showed ability 
to take considerable punishment, and this fact 
should not be overlooked in the approaching battle. 
Whether Jefiries will be able to stand the grueling 
in such @ contest remains to beseen. He has never 
been obliged to take a huge bunch of punching, 

“It is true that he traveled twenty fast rounds 
with Sharkey in ’Friscu some time ago, but, ac- 
cording to reports, neither hud as much as a black 
eye at the close of the final round. 


“Tn that contest the principals did not have so 
much at stahe uid were um oubtedly playing for 
the decision on points. Ina championship affair it 
is different. Both men enter the ring with thesame 
object in view, and that is to win, and win as quick- 
ly as possible. 

“When Jeffries met Fitzsimmons I picked the 
Californian to win. I thought he was the better 
man and placed a bet on his chances. My opinion 
proved correct and [ cashed in. I will take no 
chances on elther man this time and would not 
wager the smal! sum of six nickels on the fight--not 
that the loss would financially affect me, but I 
would have no confidence in such « bet. 

“Sharkey isadifferent man from Fitzsimmons 

The sailor is built more on the lines of his opponent, Jef- 
fries. He has the strength, endurance and vitality. Of 
course Jeffries will have the advantage in reach, 
weight and height, but these handicaps in a figiitdo 
not always mean victory for the man who bas them. 

“What Sharkey lacks in weight, reach and height he 
makes up in quickness. Sharkey is a remarkably 
quick man on his feet and may surprise many of the 
wise ones who believe he has not # chance. Every 
fighter basachance. That bas been proved in many 
instances. 

“With both men in their usual good form I would 
not be surprised to see the bout go the limit. It makes 
little difference to me who carries off the honors. I 
have posted u« forfeit and will fight the winner for the 
championship.”

Jim" Jeffords, another big Californian who is an aspirant for 
heavyweight championship fame, will whip more men tha» will 
whip bim, as they say in fistic parlance, if his showing with “Gus'’ 
Rublio, the Akron giant, at the Broadway A thietic Club on Oc', 24 
is any criterion to go by, He was beaten, but iu no way di-graced, 
for he fought bravely and courageously against superior skill, 
ability and experience. The battle lasted only five rounds and 
during that period Jeffords displayed remarkable bravery and 
gameness. He also displayed exough fistic ability to make things 
so warm for his couqueror that the latter was extended to his fulleat 
capacity. Rubliu was staggered a couple of times, but his strength 
pulled him outand he finally beat his man into submission. In 
the fourth round Jeffords was so groggy that when the bell saved 
him he had to be carried to his corner. He was game enough to 
begin the fifth round in the face of certain defeat, and was willing 
to continue until he was knocked clean out, The house was well 
filled with sporting men and boxing enthusiasts, 

The betting octerie were correct in their surmises that the Akrou 
man would win, and made him a 2 to 1 favorite over the new- 
comer. 

When the two faced each other in the ring Jeffords showed up 
very big, but the Akron boxer looked much broader in dimensions 
and had the greater amount of strength. Jeffords did wot ask any 
odds of him because of his size, nnd proceeded immediately to wipe 
things up in lively f.ahbion. He forced the fighting at the outset, 
and continued to do so almost until the last moment. It was in 
this that he was foolish, for had he fought shy and kept away from 
his big, burly opponent, he stood an excellent chance of winding 
him before many round:. 

Jeffords was the first to lead, and he kept it up until the close of 
the third round, when both were so weak they could hardly stand 
up. Jeffords took all sorts of chances from the start, and his 
rushes were wild and poorly calculated in most instances. The 
Californian was puffing at the end of the first round, and both were 
clumsy on their feet. Jeffords fought well with his left iu the see, 
ond, and Rubliu came back fast and hard. He drew blood from 
Jeffords’ nose.

Br- 
fore halfa minu‘e of the fif.h round had expired he was on the 
floor again, but managed to get up to go down once again. The 
third time a right on the face put him on his back, where he re- 
mained until carried to his corner 

Inthe preliminary bout between “Jim"'’ Hayward, colored, and 
Kid" Thomas, Thomas was faster and harder than the men Hay- 
ward has recently been meeting and he found it out in the fourth 
round when he went down and out. A right-hand upperent started 
the trouble in that round while half clinched, and the colored man 
fell. He tried to get up and went back, but fi ally got on his feet 
again. A right-hander in the side floored him once more, and he 
was down nine seconds. When he got up he went toactinch and 
held o1 for some seconds. When he was released a left swing right 
on the jaw point put him down fo the last time. 





ERNE-O’BRIEN FIGHT OFF, 
Champion Said He Was too Ill to Battle agd 
Paid Forfeit. 


The fight to decide the lightweight championship of the world, 
between Frank Er e.of Buffalo, and ‘‘Jack"’ O’Brien, of New 
York, did not take place on Wednesday night Inst at Coney Island, 
for the reason that Erne claimed to have a severe cold, threatening 
pneumonia, and under advice from his physician refused to go on 
and a postponement will occur until a month from now. 

This was practically agreed to by the managers of both fighters. 
Tt was also agreed that in addition to the purse offered by the club 
by the sea this time a wager of $2.500 he put up by each side. 

“Jack’’ Dougherty, manager of O' Brien, doesn't believe Erne is too 
ill to fight, He thinks he is shamming, and with that ideain view has 
enllected the Buffalo boxer's $250 forfeit money Dougherty insisted 
that as the money was posted to guarantee the appearance of the 
men in the ring he had only one course to fullo:, that of claiming 
the posted moner. 

Erne’s manager, rather than have anv talk on the matter, agreed 
to the paying over of the money, and Dougherty has received it, 

Dougherty savs: ‘‘If I thought Erne really was ill I might not 
take the moner, but I think he’s shamming. He knows O'Brien 
can whip him, and he is afraid to meet him. A man cannot be up 
and around all day, «8 Erne was, and be very sick. He doesn’t 
want to fight.” 

Dougherty also says something about claiming the championship 
title for O’Brien. He says his man is ready to defend it, and when 
the time comes that he feels he can no longer do this successfully he 
will pass it along to s man who can.

‘*“lysterious Billy’’ Smith and ‘‘Chariey’’ 
TicKeever Have a Lively Session. 


“Mysterious Billy'’ Smith essayed to fight ‘Charley’’ McKeever 
“off the reel’’ in Philadelphia on Oct. 20, and got more than he bar- 
gained for. 

The men sparred vers cautiously throughout the first round and 
broke even, McKeever cut loose in the first minute of the second 
round, split Smith's ear with an uppercut, fluttened his nose 
with a jab and fairly dazed him just before the bell with a jolt on 
the jaw.

As the fight progre-sed their tactics became rougher and 
rougher until the sixth and last round, which degenerated into an 
every-day rough-and-tumble scrap, in which Smith got a shade 
the worst of it.

An Analysis of the Conditions Which Involve the 
Probable Victory of Either Man. 


MOST EVEN MATCH EVER MADE 


Sharkey’s Condition is Perfect and lEqualizes Whatever 
Advantages His Opponent May Seem to Have. 


Whether “Jim” Jeffries will duplicate his 
success over “Bob’’ Fitzsimmons when he fights 
‘“‘Tom” Sharkey to-morrow (Friday) night or whether 
“Tom” Sharkey will defeat the Los Angeles giant and 
become the heavyweight champion ot the world isa 
problem which the so-called pugilistic experts are now 
trying to elucidate. Fistic form is wholly unreliable and 
unworthy of consideration, a fact practically demon- 
strated by the constantly recurring surprises involving 
the downfall of ring favorites. We have seen the in- 
compzarable Dixon defeated by Jordan when it looked 
like the Washington monumeut toa cigurette that on 
form he would win; Lavigne, on form, should have 
made Frank Erne look likea plugged nickel, but he 
didn’t; on ring records Jeffries looked like a soiled 
deuce in a new deck beside Fitzsimmons; “‘Pediar” 
Palmer seemed to have “Tetry” McGovern ‘skinned 
to death,” and Jordan, on a line of comparison through 
Dixon, justified the betting coterie in laying 24% tol 
that he would beat Santry. Those were just a few of 
the good things which went wrong, and it is therefore 
not to be wondered at that the pugilistic knowalis are 
a trifle wary about expressing their opinions too confi- 
dently. 

Jeffries enjoys the distinction of being a favorite over 
the ex-man-o’-warsman in the betting, but nobody 
who fancies him can give an intelligent or reasonable 
argument to justify the preference. He has beaten 
Fitzsimmons, but considering the latter’s condition 
when he fought and the difference In ages, the advan- 
tages of youth, etc., etc., there is no reason to suppose 
that Sharkey could not buve done precisely the same 
thing. 
Corbett when the bout was stopped and he subse- 
quently knocked McCoy out. Jeffries has fought 
neither of these men, but that is no excuse for bellev- 
ing that he conld not have accomplished the same re- 
sults under similar conditions, 

If size, bulk and height are the main points to be 
considered then the Californian’s admirers are justified 
in laying 10 to 7 on his chances, for a glance at the 
subjoined measurements of the men will show bim to 
have advantages which merit consideration. The 
comparison is manifestly unfair to the Dundalk man. 
Jeffries towers almost a head above him and his body 
and legsare so massively proportioned that big as 
Sharkey really is he resembles a Lilliputian beside his 
ponderous adversary. He hasa reach longer by half 
aninch than McCoy’s, whose phenomenal stretch of 
76 inches evoked wonder and surprise from the best 
judges of ring qualifications. His arm is three inches 
longer than Sharkey’s and he has a facility of using it 
as quickly and dexterously as a featherweight. For a 
bulky man he Is phenomenally light on his feet, and 
when he fought Fitzsimmons showed himself to be 
faster and shiftier than the veteran, whose agility has 
invariably been commented upon whenever he ap- 
peared in the ring. 

Jeffries expects to weigh 210 pounds ih the fight; 
Sharkey figures upon 180, a difference of thirty 
pounds in the Californian’s favor. Of course, in an 
impact of torces it is natural to suppose that the 
heavier man will bear down the smaller man, but if 
Sharkey fights the fight as he has planned it there will 
be little if any rough tactics employed, and if Jeffries 
brings his ponderous weight to bear at any juncture 
Sharkey has evolved a plan of sturdy tactics which 
will probably test the big boilermaker’s capacity tor 
taking punishment inflicted upon the heart and stom- 
ach. Sharkey does not bother very much about his 
physical disadvantages and seems to think that Jef- 
fries’ inches and pounds will prove a handicap to him. 
“Tom” is marvelously quick and clever at gettingin 
and out and realizes the utter idiocy of trying to reach 
a big man’sjaw. If my judgement is correct he will 
smash away at his adversary’s body until he weakens 
him and brings down his guard and leave an opening 
for the coup de grace—a hvok on the jaw. 

Jeftries will probably employ exactly reverse tac- 
tics. With his advantage in reach he will doubtless 
concentrate his energies toward landing on Sharkey’s 
chin and jaw in an effort to end matters summarily 
and decisively. He thoroughly appreciates the fact 
that in a test of strength he would be at a jisadvan- 
tage, for the Irishman isa veritable Sandow. He tis 
unquestionably as fine a specimen of muscular 
humanity as has ever been developed, and his 
strength is simply phenomen:sl. 

This brings us down to the consideration of a vastly 
more important subject than any that has been 
touched upon—condition, In this respect Sharkey is 
simply perfection. He has trained carefully, con- 
scientiously, rigorously and determinedly for two 
months, and I can say unhesitatingly that I never, in 
all my experience as a practical and theoretical ath- 
letic expert saw a man so thoroughly conditioned. 


On the other hand Sharkey was winning from : 














In my admiration for him in this respect I would 
almost stake my reputation on a challenge to any 
physical expert to find a single flaw in his make- 
up. I might dwell at length upon his rugged aprpear- 
ance, the pinky whiteness of his skin, the sinews 
standing out like whipcords and the hardened bunches 
of muscle on bis arms and shoulders and the corru- 
gated ridges of solid flesh which cover his stomach, 
all of which would be superfinous. If it is a source of 
any gratification to his admirers to know it, he will go 
into the ring at Coney Island to-morrow bight trained 
to the minute. 

The local sports are wondering if an injured arm was 
all that alled Jeffries two weeks ago when he asked for 
& postponement. The general supposition is that there 
was something radically wrong with him, and that 
while he has worked some to get into condition, some 
organic allment has served to operate against him. I 
am notalonein the belief that that bad arm was the 
sum total of his ailments. ‘‘Bill’’ Naughton, of the 
San Francisco Examiner, who has been at the Califor- 
nian’s training quarters, and devoted more or less at-

tention to the work that has been going on there, has 
this to say: 

“But, truth to tell, itis notonly a twisted arm that 
ails Jeffries. He hus all the earmarksof a man who 
has taken off weight in too much ofa hurry. There is 
a big ‘cold sore’ covering half of his upper lip, and bis 
neck and hands shuw a number of small ringworms. 
He is fine-drawn at the waist, and the bronze tint 
which was on his face when he trained for Fitzsim- 
mons is missing. His fellows «io not seem to see any- 
thing discouraging in these symptoms. They use the 
stock argument that his ‘wind’ is perfect and that he 
eatsand sleeps well. The little blemishes that sus- 
tained exertion brings to the surface, they say, will 
disappear in a few days aid leave the champion with a 
clear color and a smooth skin. But the twisted arm is 
an entirely different proposition.”’ 

Even were it not for a temporary set-back in his 
training, due to the injured arm, and whatever inci- 
dental ailment he may have kad, he scarcely allowed 
himself sufficient time to get into pertect condition for 
a fightot such importance as the one before him. 
While he was sojourning abroad he did no training, 
loafed around London and Paris, ateand drank of all 
the good thingsset before him, and accumulated so 
much tat and fiesh that when he arrived here he re- 
sembled a prize beef and looked as if he needed at 
least six months of steady, methodical training to fit 
him for the ring. When he sparred in Roston, on the 
night after his arrival, the exertion made him puff and 
blow Jike a porpoise, and it was apparent then that his 
wind needed particular attention. The people who 
saw this shook their heads when they contemplated 
the possibility of this man getting in shape in five 
weeks to fight for the championship of the world. 

He might have done it at that if perfect harmony had 
prevatied at the training camp and the big fighter had 
acqufesc:d toall that Trainer “Billy” Delaney had 
planned for him to do in getting ready for the battle, 
but the tact of the matter is ‘Jeff’ is not as compiiant 
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or as easily handled as he was before he reached the 
pinnacle of championship tame. He undertook to dic- 
tate how he should be trained and was at variance all 
the time with the man who brought him from obscu- 
rity into the limelight of public favor. 

*T was ever thus! 

Not content with having difficulty with Delaney 
himself, it is said that he brought another discordant 
element into the camp in the person of “Tommy” 
Ryan, the welterweight, and then the trouble began In 
earnest. Delaney insisted that his protege would be 
ready to fight on Oct, 27, the original date, while Ryan 
declared that he would jeopardize his prestige as 
champion if he went into the ring on that date, Ryan’s 
arguments prevailed, the Injured arm wasa convenient 
subterfuge for asking for a postponement, and the re- 
sult Waman additional week of much needed work that 
has added greatly to his chances of winning. 

Jeffries will be in good shape to-morrow night (bar- 
ring accident of course), but In no such shape as he 
was in when he foug!:t Fitzsimmons, 

Whether it will be necessary for him to be In such

fine condition to defeat Sharkey. as he was when be de- 
feated Fitzsimmons is another question. His ad- 
mirers say not, and point to his other advantages over 
the Dundalk hero to justify their opinions. A caim, 
cold, calculating consideration of facts urges the belief 
that the conditions bring the two men more closely 
together than would be the case if both were equally 
well trained for the fight. Then even Sharkey’s most 
ardent supporters would have to admit that his chances 
of winning were less favorable than his opponent's. 
But the respective condition of the two men places 
them upon a plane of equality so far as these points are 
concerned. 

After disposing of the physical conditions involved, 
the matter of heart, the most essential need ina 
fighter’s makeup, remains open for consideration. 

Is, Jeffries ganwe? Will Sharkey stand the gaff? 
are questions which are uppermost in the minds of 
many close students of pugilisticform. There is no 
disputing the fact that the ex-man-o’-warsman’s heart 
is in the right place and that courage and bravery are 
not lacking in hiscomposition. He first demonstrated 
the possession of gameness when he fongit the hardest 
battles of his life with bare knuckles in far off Hawall; 
he aided to his reputation for courage when he stood 
up before “Bob” Fitzsimmons, in ’Frisco, and took as 
fine a thumping as ever aman gotin the ring. He 
subsequently took a few of Peter Maher's hard knocks, 
and Peter is looked upon as the punching wonder of 
the ring to-day; then subsequently he estood the rapid- 
fire delivery of Corbett’s scientific jabs without flinch- 
ing, and during the first few rounds of bis fight with 
McCoy Sharkey got hit often and hard enough to have 
made a less courageous man fly out of the ring, yet he 
stood there and fought an uphill fight and ultimately 
wonout. Asfar as quality is concerned Sharkey is 
certainly not lacking, und he may be depended upon 
to take all that comes his way without flinching. 

Jeffries has never had a fight which: tested his game- 
ness quite as adequately as those wh'ch Sharkey has 
induiged in, but that is no serious reason for questioning 
the likelihood of his being quite as courageous as his 
opponent in this battle. In a recapitulation of his 
fights his battle with “Gus’’ Rublin to adraw was not 
distingnished by any hard hitting on either side. 








Rublin is not a vicious fighter nor a particularly bard 
puncker. Old “Juve” Goddard was easy for “Jefi,” 
Peter Jackson had passed the punching stage when he 
and “Jef” clashed. Sharkey, perhaps, gave him as 
hard a fight as he ever had, and the fact that he stood 
the Sallor’s wallops tor twenty rounds ata time when 
be was a Comparative novice in the fighting business is 
the best reason for extolling his capacity for takingthe 
“gall.” Sharkey is 10 toy-baby when it comes to bit- 
ting, and some of the people who are disposed to ques- 
tion “Jeff's” gameness will do well to remember this 
and also that Fitssimmons wasn’t at all idie when the 
opportunity was afforded bim to hit hard and often ip 
his fight with the Los Angeles giant. 

Taking everything into consideration the fight is 
aboutaseven a proposition as Ihave everseen. Of 
course, like everybody, I have a preference and would 
like to see one of the men win, but my preterence is 
not based upon any theory or argument but pure senti- 
ment growing out of more or less friendly relationship.

CHOYNSKI WON IN SEVEN ROUNDS. 


"Twas a good Pight while it Lasted and the 
Loser took Many Chances. 

“Australian Jimmy” Ryan didn’t prove to be as dif- 
ficulta proposition for “Joe’’ Choynski when they 
fought their second battle at the Broadway Athletic 
Club, on Oct. 19, as the outcome of their first affair 
would seem to indicate. When they fought at Du- 
buque, Ia., not many months ago, the result was a 
draw at the expiration of twenty rounds, but In their 
late battle Choynski took the lead atthe very begin- 
ning, and after poking and jabbing the antipodean In a 
tantalizing way tor :even rounds, finally pounded him 
down and out. Asa matter of fact, Ryan was never 
seriously in the engagement, Choynaski’s height and 
reach, and also his cleverness, preventing Ryan from 
reaching him to any extent. The Californian’s ieft 
hand stabbed Rvan repeatedly, and now and then a 
right cross helped along the finish, which was always 
in view from the start. A good-sized crowd was on 
hand, 

After the two preliminaries, the stars came out, 
stripped for business. Ryan did not look a match tor 
the tall and athletic looking figure before him, and sub- 
sequentevents proved that in reality he was not, 
“Joe” began light jabbing at once and five times 
shoved it into Ryan’s tace without a return. All 
Ryan's leads were short and were blocked, The same 
condition prevailed in the second round, ‘Joe’ holding 
Ryan atarms length with his left,and occasionally 
coming in witha right chop, Two of these to the jaw 
and two lefts had Ryan dazed thus early in the contest. 
Choynski pursued the same tactics in the third, and at 
the close had Ryan slightly bleeding trom the nose, 
Ryan started the fourth with a rush,and landed his 
first good blow, a right swing to the face. He tried it 
again, but “Joe” got inside it, Ryan next avoided two 
lefts, by beautiful dodging, but took anotber left be- 
fore the gong rang. 

Ryan sent a right to the ribs in the fifth and then 
“Joe” three times shoved his teft into the face, holding 
it there and crossing Ryan. Twice mors he jabbed 
Ryan and the latter's nose bied faster. After a right to 
the body, Choynski returned to tive left stabbing, and 
landed often before the bell rang. Ryan again rushed 
at the outset of the sixth and sentx left to the face, 
Choynski hit him in the mouth bard with bis left. 
The round was all Choynski’s and he landed left and 
rightabout as he pleased. It looked as if Choynsk! 
was playing with him. In the seventh “Joe” mixed it 
up with Ryan and soon ended it. A few letts by 
Choynski and then Ryan tooka chance, “Joe” floored 
him with a left uppercut, and when he afose, put him 
down twice with bard rights to the jaw, the last time 
he staying down. 

“Jack” Dwyer, of Boston, defeated Harry Walsh, of 
Canada, | the second round, after Walsh had Dwyer 
all but out in the first round, and in the added prelimt- 
nary, “Jim” Hayward, ot Chicago, easily bested 
“Jack” Lawson in six rounds,
